Gregg said yesterday 


in his monthly statement on the em- 


ployment situation. He said now that the railways are back 
in operation “many new hirings can continue as scheduled. PY 


“Tor the balance of this 
employment in manufacturing is 
expected to be above the high 
level reached in 1949." The accel- 
erated defence program and the 
increase {n demand for many pro-| 
ducts would be responsible for the 
increase. 

Mr. Gregg said that during the 
rail strike some firms temporarily 
laid off workers while others post- 
poned making additions to their 
staffs. 

As a result, registrations at Na- 
tional Employment Service offices 
increased to 151,600 at Aug. 31, This 
was about 5,000 more than at Aug. 
17, but 6,500 below the total at start, 
of the month. 

PRAIRIE REGIONS 

The increase in registrations— 
the first in almost five months— 
was mainly concentrated in Ontario} 
and the prairie regions. In 
foundiand and Quebec the number 
of registered unemployed decreas- * 
ed in the two weeks of the strike.

Advanced As 
Money Plan 


GUELPH, Ont., Sept, 22—(cPp)— 
Agriculture Minister J, G. Gardiner 
last night urged Canadian farmers 
‘to go into hog production and put 
“more dollars into their pockets.” 

In an address prepared for de- 
livery before the Rotarians 

Farmers’ Night banquet here, he 
said farmers could make more 

money during the next two years 
by feeding hogs than in any other 
way. 

“A good eastern crop of feed 
grain, a good western crop of feed 
grain and an abundant supply of 
frozen western wheat,” he said, 
“should raise the production of 
hogs over at least two years.” 

NO SURPLUSES 

He said that Canada has had no 
accumulations * or surpluses of 
staple farm products since 1944. 
There have been temporary sur 
pluses of potatoes, apples, honey, 
processed milk and cheese, Federal 
assistance was extended In all cases. 

There hed been some “very 
rash statements made about but- 
ter. The government, he said, did 
not plan to have butter for ex- 
port. Canada’s butter production 
always had balanced her home 
requirements “almost exactly.” 

Some 67,000,000 pounds of butter 
now were in storage but that was 
not a surplus. It was the amount 
of butter produced in the summer 
which must be carried over for the 
winter months.
